THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 
Perhaps is was just as well that the members of the Sequoia 


Club decided to keep their own name, and that the business men de- 


cided to flock by themselves and form a Chamber of Commerce. There 
is plenty of work for both organizations to do. In all progressive 
communities they have a chamber of commerce for business, and a 
civie center club, or a Sequoia club, for discussion. That can be the 
ease in Richmond. The spheres filled by the two organizations are 
entirely different and there is plenty of room for both. 

Tf we might venture to make the comparison, one is for practical 
work, the other more intended for a discussion of theories, and of 
course out of such theoretical discussions will come in time practical 
work. Richmond, therefore, needs both organizations and the News 
trusts that both will continue to carry out the very large possible 
programs that may be suggested to them. 

The Chamber of Commerce is necessary because it will be its 
duty to unite the citizens on all measures for the general benefit of 
the community, to handle questions of freight and passenger rates 
with the railroads and steamboats, to aid as far as possible in the 
construction of the wharves and the deepening of the harbor, to lay 
before Congress such plans and needs as require the assistance of 
that body, to join with other similar organizations over the state in 
the promotion of measures for the general benefit of California, and 
to represent the city on all public occasions in connection with the 
civil authorities. That program is large enough—and we have only 
outlined it—to take up the time of any organization, and if properly 
managed there is no reason why the chamber should not be a great 
suceess from the start. 

Two requisites are necessary, however, to make it a success. It 
must not meddle with partisan politics, and it must have a secretary 
who is a thoroughly live wire. 

Partisan polities must be set aside, because nothing will so soon 
break up any organization of the kind as partisanship. That, of 
course, does not mean that the chamber should not mix up in poli- 
ties. Many persons are unable to distinguish between partisan poli- 
ties and politics pure and simple. The question, for instance, of the 
new charter is not.p partisan matter. There is no question of Repyb- 
lieanism, Democracy or Progressivism in the question of whether 
we should have three or five councilmen or commissioners, or a city 
manager. There is no question of partisanship about the manage- 
ment of our municipal affairs, but there is partisanship when it comes 
to“a question of whether John Doe or Richard Roe shall be the 
councilman or commissioner. When the personal question is raised 
the chamber as a chamber should keep silent. 

The necessity of a secretary who is a live wire is also of the 
greatest importance. All over the state, not to go outside of it, those 
chambers which have live wire secretaries are a marvelous success 
and accomplish great good, but those which have only nominal or 
working-for-love secretaries accomplish very little and as a rule 
nothing. Los Angeles, for instance, in Secretary Wiggins has the 
greatest booster and the best boomer that the United States has ever 
produced. They pay him, it is true, a large salary, but he is worth 
all that he gets and more. He has done more than any other dozen 
men to build up the southland and to make Los Angeles what it is. 
Of course the community must stand behind him and the chamber

THE FLY TRAP ORDINANCE. 


While the fly trap ordinance is not the best thing that can be 
done in abating the nuisance of flies, and while it is true that we shall 


catching them, nevertheless the fly trap ordinance is a move in the 


right direction and as such deserves to meet with a hearty and unani- 
mous observance on the part of all whom it is intended to regulate. 

It provides simply for catching the flies, and all that has to be 
done is to get the trap, bate it and from time to time empty it. If 
we do not get rid of flies by that method, and we will not, we shall 
be able to reduce their number very considerably and therefore so 
far as it goes the ordinance is a good one. 

But the ordinance only requires those who keep food for 
sale and those who run stables to provide the traps. It would have 
been wiser to have provided that every one handling food should 
have a trap, because the private houses where food is prepared, but 
not sold, can breed flies and do breed flies and they are as dangerous, 
and often more so, when bred in private families and kitchens, than 
when they fly around stores and places where there are no bed- 
rooms. . 

The fly becomes dangerous when he touches disease and filth, 
and stores are as a rule cleaner than many houses, and there is no 
disease in them, as sick persons do not sleep and live in stores. For 
that reason the household fly is really more dangerous than the 
store fly and should be exterminated as rigorously. 

But because there is no ordinance on the subject is no reason 
why the households should not buy traps and go into the fly-catehing 
business as vigorously as the stores, stables and bakeries. Every 
household should have a fly trap and every garbage can should have 


a cover. It will not cost the individual householder either much 
time, trouble or expense to have both the trap and the can, and yet 
if the use of the trap and the covered can were universal in Richmond 
the trap would have little to do, and the community would be far 
more healthy, because we really do not know how much disease 
we owe to flies. | 

If the good ladies who have done so much for eivie improvement, 
and progress would take up this fly question and set the example of 
protecting their own homes from flies we are sure that it would not 
be long before the entire community would follow their example 
and Richmond would be very near that ideal—a flyless city. 


ENTERTAINING THE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE. 


While Contra Costa as a county is going to entertain the Con- 
gressional committee when it visits us, this city must do a little en- 


tertaining on its own score. The entertaining does not have to be 


very elaborate, but the committee should spend several hours beer 
visiting our harbors and looking over our water-front. It will do 
no harm to show them all we have to show. They will be accom- 
panied by a number of newspapermen and what they see and do 
will be telegraphed all over the country.
